Lilies 

Lilies  are  among  the  loveliest  of  the  hardy  plants,  and 
lend  a  charm  to  the  summer  garden  that  cannot  be  ob¬ 
tained  without  their  use.  The  ideal  situation  for  lilies  is 
in  the  hardy  border,  provided  it  is  well  drained  and  not 
too  crowded,  for  here  they  will  have  the  necessary  shade 
for  the  ground,  while  their  beautiful  blooms  will  stand 
out  against  the  background  of  green.  We  have  selected 
only  those  lilies  which  do  well  with  ordinary  care,  and  re¬ 
commend  that  they  be  planted  in  the  fall,  although  all  ex¬ 
cept  Lilium  Candidum  may  be  planted  in  the  spring  also.
